Priority 

1 . Applicant's claim for the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(e) 
or under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 , or 365(c) is acknowledged. 

Drawings 

The drawings filed on 22 January 2004 are deemed acceptable. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
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which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

As for claims 1 and 29, the "plurality of manners" (as claimed in line 10 of 
these claims) in which the memory can be accessed is not adequately described 
in the specification. 

Likewise for claims 17 and 45, the "in certain manners" of memory access 
in lines 7-8 (and lines 10-1 1 in claim 45) are not adequately described in the 
specification, therefore it is unclear in what manners the subsystem can access 
the memory. More specifically, the only reference to the manner in which the 
subsystem can access the memory is found in paragraph 0025, lines 6-7. This 
description however only goes as far as indicating that the subsystem can 
access the memory in "certain manners". 

Claims 2-18, 20-27, 30-44 and 46-56 are further rejected as they depend 
either directly or indirectly on one of the aforementioned rejected base claims. 
4. Claims 1-56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

As for claims 1 and 29, it is unclear how the memory can be accessed in 
one of a "plurality of manners" (as claimed in line 10 of these claims). 
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Likewise for claims 17 and 45, Applicant fails to provide sufficient details in 
order to enable one of ordinary skill in the art to understand specifically how the 
subsystems can access the memory "in certain manners" in lines 7-8 (and lines 
10-11 in claim 45). 

Claims 2-18, 20-27, 30-44 and 46-56 are further rejected as they depend 
either directly or indirectly on one of the aforementioned rejected base claims. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

As for claims 1 and 29, the "plurality of manners" (as claimed in line 10 of 

these claims) renders the claims indefinite, as the specification fails to provide 

any specifics as to what manners the claimed subsystem can access the 

memory. 

Likewise for claims 17 and 45, the "in certain manners" of memory access 
in lines 7-8 (and lines 10-1 1 in claim 45) renders the claims indefinite, as the 
specification fails to provide any specifics as to how the claimed subsystem can 
access the memory "in certain manners". 

Claims 2-18, 20-27, 30-44 and 46-56 are further rejected as they depend 
either directly or indirectly on one of the aforementioned rejected base claims. 
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Remarks 

6. No prior art has been applied to claims 1-56 due to the ambiguities set forth 
above in the rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 112 second paragraph. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Gschwind et al. (US PG Publication 2003/0046492 A1) teaches a configurable 
memory array.
